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Hnn-ISFEBE FOREIGN COMIERCS IN TH3 lEAR ITOING JUNE 30, 1919. 

Full returns of Philippine foreign trade for the year ending Jtme SO, 
1919, Just compiled and made available by the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the 
War Department, sho\7 still further increases in the value of both Imports aod 
exports over the already exceptional totals of the previous year. Soaring 
prices, however, have made values a less trustvv-orthy guide than in normal times, 
aiad a detailed reviev/ of the figures shov/s in the closing months less fayorab^^e 
trad© conditions than characterised the latter part of the war period, with the 
trade of the year as a whole— notably in the case of expcrts-^made up of a 
ta^mdiii^ of culminating war activities and of reaction following the armistice. 

The import total reached the enormous sum of $107,774,263, or about 
thirty per cent more than that of the previous year, and about double the pre'-war 
average, but advancing prices rather than increased volume of business was the 
leading factor in the larger figures. An important exception, however, is to 
be noted in the machinery trade.; which more than doubled in value and was 
conspicuously made up of oil-extracting and sugar machinery, large imports of 
which for the development of leading export industries of the islands, represent 
both a present and a future importance to Philippine trade. The important trado 
in cotton textiles, on the other hand, fell far below the phenomenal quantity of 
1918, and at equally exceptional prices declined to very small proportions 
in the latter half of the year* 

Imports of rice were somewhat smaller in quantity, but at an increase 
of over two million dollars in value, and these figures cover a condition of 
much gravity still pending in the islands. A disastrous shortage in production 
in the great rice-exporting countries and generally throughout the East was early 
realized, and the Philippine government relieved the price situation by temporary 
suspension of import duties pending the harvesting of tlie reduced crop of last 
winter ♦ Prices, however, continued to advance with the depletion of the 
inadequate stoclcs doled out under embargoes and trade limitations imposed by 
exporting countries, until at the end ox the year under review rice v/as selling 
in Manila at nearly double the already high figure prevailing at the beginning, 
and, with relief from the new^crop harvest still some months distant, the Islands 
and the Orient generally are confronted with a food problem the most acute in 
recent times. 

The export total of ^^122,729,238 somewhat exceeded that of 1918, but 
it is of interest to note that of this huge sum less than forty per cent is 
credited to the latter half of the year, and in this fact is to be found some 
measure of the slowing dovm of the war-stimulated export trade and the reaction 
of the armistice period* Peduced quantities and declining prices of hemp and 
coconut oil, the two leading exports, virtually explain this reduced total of 
the latter part r^f the year* Of the reduced aemp shipments for the year as a 
whole, the unprecedented quantity of 96,380 long tona was exported during the 
first six months and only 36,268 long tons in the closing six months, with the 
price movement generally downward throughout, following the termination of 
government-fixed prices. There v/as also a marked decline in production in the 
latter half of the year, attributable to a typhoon in the hemp-producing 
districts late in December and to unsatisfactory market conditions* A further 
fjiement in reduced exports is to be f otind in exceptionally heavy accumulations 
cf stocks in the islands, and the close of the year found this—the leading 
Kiillppine export industry-'-still under the depression of the armis'iitee period, 
a'ld awaiting the arrested world demand for raw materials and the resumption of 
normal trade with the final coming cf peace. 



The remarkal)le deTelopment of the coconut oil manufacturing industry 
was the outstanding activity of the yeaj» and touched the foreign trade figures 
at various points. Imports of oil mill equipm^^nt furnished the leading item 
in the machinery total, v*ile exports of oil "became a close rival of hemp for 
leadership ih the islands' trade* This rea6ted upon the important copra trade 
of the past, which virtually disappeared in the latter half of the year, while 
in the same period the islands, with a j^re-ipr record of one of the largest 
copra producers for expert in the world, passed into the ranks of the importers # 
Imports during the closing six months amounted to 17,093 long tcns^ — chiefly 
from Dutch East Indies, while shipments at the end of the year had dwindled to 
merely nominal amounts from the outlying southern ports to the neighboring 
market of Singapore* 

The armistice proved highly beneficial to the sugar trade* Distance 
from the important markets operated unfavorably to the participation of 
Philippine sugar in the general high prices of the war period, but with the 
release of tonnage and declining freights following the armistice, local prices 
reflected an increasingly larger share of the continued high prices ^f the 
great consuming centers- The average figure realized was 4,3 cents as compared 
with E.6 cents for the earlier half of the year, but unfortunately the estimated 
cutturn of the nev/ crop, cv/ing to weather conditions has been reduced very lew, 
and shipments in the latter half of the year at these higher prices were 
exceptionally light. Another and a permanent factor in Philippine sugar prices 
%s the increasing outpu* of high-grad© sugars- Centrifugals comprised twenty- 

seven percent of the quantity of sugar exported during the year and realized 
an average price of a cent and three-quarters a pound above the open-kettle 
product that it is steadily supplanting* 

Trade in both cigars and tobacco continued active and at higher 
prices, v/ith exports of each in much larger quantities than ever before, 
shipments of foreign merchandise mere than doubled in value and exceeded four 
and a half million dollars, a sum serving on the one hand to discount the 
import total, and on the other to emphasize the 'growing importance of Manila 
as a distributing center-- chiefly for American goods* The proportion of 
the United States in the trade of the islands for the year did not materially 
differ from that of 1918, constituting sixty per cent of all imports and 
sixty-five per cent of the export total*
